Whenever I see a housewife swishing 
the flies out of a room with a dust cloth 
and maybe following up one solitary fly 
until she gets rid of it, and then closing \ 
tbe slats of the blinds to keep tbe room 
nice and cool," said an old soldier, "it 
makes me think of a little incident of my 
life in the army.

sumed in the United States was f 814,935,- 
000, and 92 per cent, of this was consumed 
by tbe watce earner and those dependent 
on him. On a silver basis it either would 
cost him Just double or it would go 
abroad. This alone would take $70 
yearly out of each family's present earn 
lngs— the average increased cost for 
bread and meat. Whether the corn was 
used in johnny-cake or fed to tbe hogs 
the increased cost would have to be paid. 

If the increased price of the hogs was 
not paid they would be salted, exported 
and sold at a gold price covering in- 
creased cost of corn In silver.

Largest Gun Ever Attempted by 
Either Army or Navy. 

It Will Be of Sixteen-Inch Cali- 
ber and Will Cost $175,000. 



A Slncle Shot From This Weapon Might 
Destroy the Heaviest War Teasel Afloa 
-Geo. MlleeWill Make an Inspection 
ot the Western Fortification. 

Washington, Sept 1L — Forgings 
will shortly be delivered to the war 
department for the manufacture of a 
10-inch gun for coast defenses, whleh 
the authorities intend assembling 
the Watervalo arsenal. The gun will 
be the largest ever attempted by either 
the army or navy, and will 
cost when completed fully f.175, 
000. Congress, last session, author- 
ized a gun of this calibre to be 
built as an experiment and made the 
necessary appropriation to undertake 
the work. For years Gen. Flagler has 
advocated the manufacture of such a 
gun, although the navy has contended 
that a 12-inc-h caliber is sufficient 
only for war vessels, but coast 
fensoe. The army has maintained 
that the difficulties in mounting and 
handling a heavy gun on ship board 

with vessels protected with armor of 
great toughness, the heaviest guns 
would Jbe required to pierce their sides 
at great distance. Gen. Flagler says 
that a single shot from a 10-inch gun 
might destroy the heaviest battle-ship 
afloat, while several shots from lighter 
guns would not do half so much dam- 
age, lie is confident the ld-lnch gun 
can bo manufactured, and expects to 
show that it Is essential as a part of 
coast defense plan, which some 
years ago included a number of these 
guns. 

Gen. Miles, while on his western 
tour, will make an inspection of the 
great land fortifications the govern- 
ment proposes constructing on Puget 
Sound, nearly opposite the British de- 
fense at Vancouvor. The plan of the 
war department, recently approved, 
includes a large expenditures from 
last session's appropriations for defend- 
ing the northwestern ports, and Gen. 
Miles will urge that the greater part 
of it be used on the fortifications op- 
posite Vancouver. For years he has 
regarded this point as particularly vul- 
ble, and one of the first that would
